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SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 


Location 

1439  South  Michigan  Avenue,  Chicago  5.  Less  than  a  mile  from  the 
center  of  the  city  the  hospital  extends  from  Michigan  Avenue  through 
to  Indiana  Avenue,  and  from  the  upper  windows  we  look  out  to  the 
Stadium  at  Soldiers  Field  and  Lake  Michigan  in  the  near  distance. 
Chicago  offers  many  cultural  advantages,  the  Art  Institute  and  Or¬ 
chestra  Hah  and  the  Field  Museum  within  easy  walking  distance. 
Several  universities  and  colleges  of  note  are  located  within  the  city 
and  offer  many  cultural  and  educational  advantages. 

History 

St.  Luke’s  Hospital  was  founded  in  February,  1864,  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  Clinton  Locke,  Rector  of  Grace  Episcopal  Church  1849— 
1895.  Later  that  same  year  the  Hospital  became  incorporated.  In  the 
words  of  Dr.  Locke,  “We  found  a  small  wooden  house  on  State  Street, 
near  Eldridge  Court,  where  by  crowding  we  could  put  up  seven  beds. 
It  was  a  pleasant  little  place  with  grass  and  flowers  and  one  or  two 
poplar  trees.”  In  1871  the  hospital  moved  about  three  blocks  to  Indiana 
Avenue  and  occupied  a  part  of  the  present  site.  Through  the  eft'orts  of 
the  many  friends  of  the  hospital,  still  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Locke, 
a  well  designed  hospital  was  completed  by  1891  with  a  capacity  for  152 
patients.  An  urgent  need  for  a  private  patient  pavilion  developed.  In 
1908  the  George  Smith  Memorial  Building  was  erected  on  Michigan 
Avenue  adding  accommodations  for  110  paients,  and  in  1925  a  21 
story  building  was  erected  on  Indiana  Avenue,  replacing  in  part  the 
building  of  1871.  At  present  there  are  accommodations  for  557  patients 
and  55  newborn  babies.  In  1949,  the  Sterling  Morton  Clinic  Building 
was  opened.  There  were  53,933  Clinic  visits  in  1952.  In  November  of 
1950,  the  Audiology  and  Speech  Correction  Service  opened.  This  new 
department  provides  services  for  the  evaluation  of  the  functioning  of 
the  speech  and  hearing  mechanism,  and  recommends  and  provides  the 
necessary  correction  and  training  needed  to  rehabilitate  those  with 
speech  and  hearing  difficulties. 

The  School  of  Nursing  was  established  in  1885  as  St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
Training  School  for  Nurses.  The  Blue  Cross  Society  was  organized  in 
1889 — an  organization  of  fellowship  and  inspiration  for  student  nurses 
and  graduates  alike.  1893,  the  year  of  the  Chicago  World’s  Fair,  in 
June,  a  group  of  18  superintendents  of  nurses  from  prominent  hospitals 
in  the  country  met  together  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  in  the  sitting  room  of 
Miss  Katherine  Lett,  Superintendent  of  Nurses  at  St.  Luke’s,  to  form 
the  Society  of  American  Superintendents  of  Training  Schools  for 
Nurses ;  in  1912  the  name  was  changed  to  National  League  of  Nursing 
Education.  In  1895  the  Alumnae  Association  was  organized  and  in 
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1896  the  ‘‘blue  cross”  on  the  left  sleeve,  earned  after  the  first  year  of 
schooling,  became  a  part  of  the  uniform.  In  1898,  through  the  will  of 
Mrs.  Edward  S.  Stickney,  the  Elizabeth  Hammond  Stickney  Memorial 
Building  was  opened,  “dedicated  to  the  education  of  young  women  in  the 
art  of  nursing.”  The  building  contained  classrooms  and  living  accom¬ 
modations  for  students  and  faculty.  In  1940  the  name  of  the  school  was 
changed  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  and  in  the  same  year 
the  School  of  Nursing  was  included  in  the  first  list  of  Schools  of  Nurs¬ 
ing  Accredited  by  the  National  League  of  Nursing  Education.  May, 
1943,  saw  the  dedication  of  the  Schweppe  Memorial  Residence,  made 
possible  largely  through  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Schweppe 
(deceased)  formerly  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Substantial 
contributions  were  received  from  many  friends  of  St.  Luke’s.  The  resi¬ 
dence,  which  includes  three  additional  floors  added  to  the  wing  in  1944 
through  federal  assistance,  and  the  sixth  floor  added  to  the  wing  in  1947 
through  a  bequest  from  Mrs.  Emily  Gary,  houses  the  school  as  well  as 
living  facilities  for  319  students  and  faculty.  In  1949  the  school  be¬ 
came  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Illinois  and  now  offers  the  4^ 
year  program  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Nursing 
from  the  University  of  Illinois,  as  well  as  the  diploma  program. 

Accreditation 

The  School  of  Nursing  is  fully  accredited  by  the  National  Nursing 
Accrediting  Service  and  is  approved  by  the  Department  of  Registra¬ 
tion  and  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  This  means  that  the  school 
meets  the  high  standards  of  the  National  Nursing  Accreditation  for 
curriculum,  faculty  preparation,  facilities  and  clinical  experience,  and 
that  graduates  are  eligible  for  licenses  in  Illinois  and  other  states.  The 
hospital  is  approved  by  the  American  Hospital  Association,  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Medical  Associadon  and  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  It 
is  also  approved  by  the  American  Medical  Association  for  experience 
for  both  internes  and  residents. 

Philosophy  and  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  school  is :  to  maintain  a  standard  of  ideals  com¬ 
mensurate  with  the  needs  of  today  and  tomorrow  worthy  of  the  high 
ideals  cherished  by  the  founders ;  to  accept  well  selected  applicants, 
then  to  provide  them  with  an  educational  program  which  will  direct 
and  stimulate  their  growth  as  individuals  and  professional  nurses ;  to 
develop  a  clear  understanding  of  the  fundamental  principles  which 
underlie  all  good  nursing ;  to  give  professional  education  to  young 
women  in  the  art  of  caring  for  the  sick  in  the  hospital  and  in  the  com¬ 
munity  with  emphasis  on  the  prevention  of  disease  and  an  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  social  problems  afifecting  health  ;  to  promote  a  professional  at¬ 
titude  in  relation  to  nursing  education  and  to  contribute  to  the  ever 
changing  needs  of  society. 
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The  Program  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in 
Affiliation  with  the  University  oe  Illinois 

The  University  of  Illinois  School  of  Nursing  offers  a  program  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing,  in  cooperation  with  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.  The  coordinator  of  the  affiliation 
program  is  Miss  Emily  C.  Cardew,  Acting  Director  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  School  of  Nursing,  whose  office  is  located  at  the  Chicago 
Professional  Colleges,  912  South  Wood  Street,  Chicago,  Illinois.  The 
office  of  the  Assistant  to  the  Coordinator  who  acts  as  an  advisor  to  pre¬ 
nursing  students,  is  located  at  the  Chicago  Undergraduate  Division, 
Navy  Pier,  Chicago,  Illinois. 

Students  interested  in  the  degree  program  are  advised  to  secure  in¬ 
formation  from  the  Office  of  the  Pre-nursing  Advisor.  Students  plan¬ 
ning  to  complete  some  of  the  requirements  of  the  curriculum  at  a  college 
or  university  other  than  the  University  of  Illinois  should  plan  their 
college  programs  with  the  assistance  of  the  pre-nursing  advisor  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  School  of  Nursing. 

Graduates  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  may  become 
eligible  for  the  continuation  program  for  graduate  nurses  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing,  provided  that:  they  are 
eligible  for  admission  to  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  and  Sciences ;  they  have  a  c+  average  in  theory  and  practice  from 
the  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing;  they  are  recommended  for 
admission  by  the  faculty  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.  The 
amount  of  credit  for  the  diploma  program  is  based  on  the  candidate’s 
achievement  on  the  National  League  for  Nursing  Graduate  Nurse  Test 
Battery. 

Graduate  nurses  interested  in  the  continuation  program  should  ar¬ 
range  for  a  conference  with  Miss  Katherine  Sehl,  advisor  for  graduate 
nurses.

Requirements  for  Admission  to  the  Diploma  Program 

AND  InEORMATION  FOR  DeGREE  AND  DiPLOMA  STUDENTS 

Applicants  for  admission  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Xursing 
must  obtain  application  forms  to  be  filled  out  and  returned  to  the 
Director  of  the  school.  Classes  are  admitted  semiannually  in  Septem¬ 
ber  and  in  February.  Each  applicant  must  present  credentials  show¬ 
ing  the  completion  of  a  four  year  course  from  a  high  school  approved 
by  the  X^orth  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools, 
or  some  comparable  accrediting  agency. 

In  the  selection  of  students  preference  is  given  to  those  who  show 
evidence  of  advanced  education,  high  scholastic  achievement  and  good 
cultural  background. 

Admission  is  limited  to  applicants  between  17^  and  35  years  of 
age,  who  can  give  evidence  of  good  character  and  seriousness  of  pur¬ 
pose.  The  School  considers  it  inadvisable  as  a  general  practice,  to  admit 
or  retain  married  women  in  the  student  body,  and  reserves  the  right, 
after  full  consideration  of  each  case,  and  after  consultation  with  all 
parties  concerned  in  the  arrangement,  to  admit,  readmit,  retain  or  dis¬ 
miss  a  student  or  applicant. 

The  advisable  high  school  program  for  students  in  nursing  constitutes 
the  following  courses : 

English — I  credits  ;  Eoreign  Language — 2  to  4  credits 
Science — 2  to  4  credits,  chemistry  required 
Mathematics — 2  credits;  algebra  and  geometry 
Social  Science  (History,  Civics,  Government) — 2  to  4  credits 
Electives — A  maximum  of  4  credits 

Pre-nursing  and  Guidance  Tests  are  required  of  all  applicants. 

Application  for  these  tests  are  sent  to  all  students  whose  application 
forms  indicate  that  the  student  can  meet  the  general  entrance  require¬ 
ments  of  the  school.  These  tests  are  only  one  of  several  means  of  as¬ 
certaining  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate,  the  achievement  of  the 
applicant  in  these  tests  is  a  source  of  guidance  for  the  faculty  after  the 
student  has  entered  the  school.  The  applicant  is  asked  to  meet  the  $5.00 
charge  for  these  tests. 

Health — requirements  for  all  entering  students : 

The  applicant  is  required  to  present  a  report  of  satisfactory  health 
made  by  her  family  physician  and  a  statement  from  her  dentist  testifv- 
inu  as  to  the  satisfactorv  condition  of  her  teeth.

A  selected  group  of  senior  students  with  above  average  scholastic 
standing  in  both  theory  and  practice  and  interest  in  public  health  nurs¬ 
ing  may  be  selected  for  eight  weeks’  experience  with  the  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  of  Chicago.  This  requires  an  additional  fee  of  $25.00  pay¬ 
able  to  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  at  time  of  affiliating. 

Uniform 

The  School  provides  the  complete  uniform. 

Personal  Expenses 

The  student’s  personal  expenses  will  depend  upon  her  individual 
taste  and  financial  means.  Necessary  personal  expenses  will  include 
needed  clothing  such  as  shoes  and  stockings ;  cosmetics,  amusements, 
local  transportation,  etc. 

Cost  of  Nursing  Education 

A  careful  study  of  the  cost  of  educating  each  student  nurse  at  St. 
Luke’s  revealed  that  the  cost  is  approximately  $6,000  for  the  three- 
year  period.  The  studies  also  revealed  that  after  giving  credit  for  the 
fees  paid  by  the  student  and  after  crediting  an  hourly  rate  the  service 
rendered  by  the  student  that  she  contributes  approximately  $4,000 
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toward  the  total  cost.  From  the  above  it  is  apparent  that  the  hospital 
must  secure  from  some  source  funds  to  make  up  the  difference. 

Payment  of  Expenses 

First  term  fees  are  to  be  paid  on  date  of  entrance.  Second  term  fees 
and  fees  for  second  and  third  years  will  be  billed  in  advance  and  are 
due  on  first  day  of  term. 

The  fees  are  not  refunded  if  a  student  withdraws  from  the  school  or 
is  dismissed,  and  these  fees  are  not  refunded  if  a  student  is  not  retained 
in  the  school  because  of  inferior  class  work  or  for  either  physical  or 
social  incapacity.  One  exception  is  made  to  the  foregoing.  If  a  student 
is  asked  to  withdraw  by  the  school  during  her  first  two  weeks  of  school¬ 
ing  all  fees  are  refunded  excepting  the  registration  fee  and  the  first 
term’s  health  fee,  and  a  flat  charge  of  $4.00  per  day  for  room  and  board 
is  made.  Adjustments,  when  possible,  will  be  made  on  text  liooks  and 
incidentals.  Amounts  due  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  and  third  years 
must  be  paid  on  or  before  the  registration  date  as  no  student  will  be 
allowed  to  continue  who  is  delinquent  in  payment  of  school  fees. 

Financial  Aid 

The  Nursing  Council  makes  funds  available  for  students  who  meet 
the  admission  requirements  of  the  school  and  need  financial  assistance. 
Trust  funds  and  interested  individuals  also  assist  qualified  students. 
Students  in  good  standing  may  reapply  for  aid  in  the  second  term  and 
in  the  second  year.  The  Schweppe  Loan  Fund,  established  by  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Schweppe,  former  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  is 
available  to  senior  students  who  need  assistance. 

Student  Health  Program 

The  health  program  is  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Fred  E. 
Ball,  Chairman  of  Nurses’  Health  Service  and  the  Nurses’  Health 
Supervisor  who  endeavor  to  teach  the  students  principles  of  personal 
hygiene  and  their  practical  application  in  the  promotion  of  health.  Upon 
arrival  each  student  is  given  a  careful  physical  examination  including 
an  x-ray  of  the  chest,  orthopedic  examination  and  dental  examination. 

Students  are  urged  to  report  promptly  any  indisposition.  When  ill 
they  are  hospitalized  in  the  Nurses’  Infirmary  and  attended  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital.  The  School  of  Nurs¬ 
ing,  however,  will  not  assume  responsibility  for  medical  care  for  illness 
due  to  conditions  which  existed  prior  to  the  student’s  entrance  into 
the  .School.  The  hospital  will  supply  hospitalization  in  case  of  illness, 
not  to  exceed  three  months  during  the  entire  three  year  course. 

Health  examinations  are  given  each  year,  and  recommendations  for 
the  welfare  of  each  student  are  carefully  followed. 

Time  lost  because  of  illness  must  be  made  up,  but  all  students  are 
given  a  two  weeks’  illness  leave  at  the  end  of  the  nursing  education 
program. 
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Vacation  and  Absence 

Students  are  allowed  four  weeks  of  vacation  during  the  first,  second, 
and  third  year,  a  total  of  12  weeks  during  the  three  years  (14  days 
in  the  third  year  for  students  completing  their  professional  program 
in  2y-2  years).  Vacations  are  usually  planned  during  the  months  of 
June,  July,  August,  and  September  of  each  year.  Students  are  not  per¬ 
mitted  an  extension  of  vacation  time,  and  will  be  considered  on  leave 
of  absence  if  they  do  not  return  on  scheduled  time.  They  will  then  be 
reinstated  in  the  school  upon  approval  by  the  faculty.  Neither  are 
students  permitted  to  be  absent  from  the  school  for  personal  reasons, 
except  in  the  case  of  extreme  illness  of  members  of  their  immediate 
families.  Students  are  not  granted  leaves  of  absence  to  nurse  relatives.

Religious  Influence 

While  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  was  founded  under  the  direction  of  leaders 
in  the  Episcopal  Church,  the  School  and  Hospital  are  now  non¬ 
sectarian.  Grace  Episcopal  Church  is  located  immediately  to  the  south 
of  the  Indiana  Avenue  Building  and  is  closely  affiliated  with  the  hos¬ 
pital.  Preclinical  students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  services  one 
afternoon  a  week ;  all  students  are  required  as  a  part  of  their  school 
program  to  attend  chapel  on  Wednesday  evening.

The  Residence  and  Student  Activities 

In  1943  the  Laura  and  Charles  Schweppe  Memorial  Residence  was 
completed  and  now  houses  all  students  in  the  school.  The  first  floor 
is  planned  to  offer  a  colorful  and  homelike  atmosphere  for  the  full 
social  program  which  the  students  enjoy.  There  are  small  beaux 
parlors,  a  party  room,  a  room  where  buffet  suppers  and  daily  after¬ 
noon  teas  are  served,  and  the  large  Ryerson  Lounge.  In  this  Lounge, 
with  open  fireplaces  at  either  end,  are  held  many  class  parties,  monthly 
“All  School  Dances,”  Sunday  Night  Suppers,  weekly  chorus  rehearsals, 
etc.  On  the  ninth  floor  is  an  informal  lounge  and  a  sun  deck,  and  on 
all  floors  of  the  residence  lounges  and  kitchenettes  for  student  use.  Most 
of  the  students  live  in  single  rooms,  although  there  are  still  a  few  triple 
rooms  which  were  built  during  the  war  emergency.  The  building,  as 
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well  as  the  social  program,  have  been  carefully  planned  to  give  students 
an  experience  in  gracious  living. 

The  Co-operative  Government  Association  was  established  in  the 
Spring  of  1940.  Each  student  in  the  school  has  a  responsibility  and  a 
privilege  as  a  member  of  this  organization.  All  classes  in  the  school  are 
represented  on  the  Student  Council  which  is  the  executive  board  of  the 
association.  The  purpose  of  the  association  is  to  assist  students,  through 
actual  experience,  in  achieving  a  constructive  way  of  life  based  upon 
respect  and  consideration  for  the  principles  of  good  social  living. 

The  “Yard”  at  the  west  of  the  residence  affords  a  play  place  during 
^  the  summer  months,  and  a  chance  for  the  students  to  be  outdoors  in 
the  sunshine  when  they  have  free  time.  An  outdoor  fireplace  is  a 
favorite  rendezvous  for  wiener  roasts  and  picnics ;  archery,  volley  ball, 
badminton  and  croquet  are  all  available. 

Through  the  constant  interest  and  generosity  of  the  Nursing  Council, 
as  well  as  through  individual  members,  the  social  and  resident  life  of 
the  student  nurses  is  made  as  attractive  and  comfortable  as  possible. 

Requirements  for  Promotion  and  Graduation 

The  system  of  grading  is  a  scale  of  A  to  F.  A  =  94—100  ;  B  =  88-93  ; 
C  =  80-87;  D  =  75-79;  F  =  Below  75,  failing.  In  computing  grade 
point  average,  weighted  values  are  given  to  the  grades  as  follows : 
A  =  5  grade  points  ;  B  =  4  grade  points  ;  C  =  3  grade  points  ;  D  =  2 
grade  points;  F  =  0.  The  student  must  maintain  a  C  Average  or  3.0 
grade  point  average  both  in  theory  and  in  practice  each  term  in  order 
to  remain  in  good  standing. 

Students  must  successfully  pass  all  courses  presented  in  the  pre- 
clinical  term,  and  also  demonstrate  their  aptitude  and  personal  fitness 
for  nursing  in  order  to  be  promoted  to  the  second  term.  Students  whose 
general  average  is  low,  who  have  demonstrated  their  ability  and  per¬ 
sonal  fitness  for  nursing,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty,  be  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  second  term  on  condition. 

Upper  class  students  must  maintain  a  satisfactory  average  in  both 
theory  and  nursing  practice.  Written  examinations  are  given  at  the 
conclusion  of  each  course,  upon  which  a  grade  of  75%  is  required  for 
credit.  A  student  whose  average  for  a  course  is  between  70—75%, 
may  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty  be  allowed  to  repeat  the  examina¬ 
tion.  A  student  whose  average  for  the  course  is  below  70%  must  re¬ 
peat  the  course.  No  student  may  repeat  a  course  more  than  once.  A  fee 
of  five  to  ten  dollars  is  charged  for  each  repeat  examination  or  course, 
the  amount  of  the  fee  to  be  determined  by  the  length  of  the  course. 

A  student  who  fails  in  a  course,  or  who  fails  to  maintain  a  satisfactory 
average  in  theory,  nursing  practice,  or  both,  will  be  placed  on  condi¬ 
tion  and  must  observe  certain  limitations  to  her  social  activities.  The 
student  is  expected  to  remove  herself  from  the  conditioned  basis  by 
maintaining  a  satisfactory  average  in  the  following  term.  The  faculty 
will  make  every  effort  to  assist  the  student. 
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A  student  who  fails  more  than  one  course  in  a  term,  or  who  remains 
on  condition  in  either  theory  or  nursing  practice  for  more  than  one 
term,  will  have  her  record  reviewed  by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
faculty.  In  general  this  will  lead  to  dismissal  from  the  school. 

The  faculty  of  the  school  of  nursing  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  the 
admission  of  any  student  who  seems  to  be  unsuited  for  the  nursing 
profession,  and  to  require  the  withdrawal  of  any  student  when,  in  its 
judgment  the  interest  of  the  school  requires  it. 

Awards 

In  accordance  with  terms  of  the  particular  gifts,  there  are  ten  special 
awards  offered  to  students  upon  graduation  from  St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing.  They  are  the  following:

The  Charles  H.  Schzveppe  Memorial  Award  is  offered  for  the  most 
outstanding  student  in  psychiatric  nursing. 

The  A.  Watson  Armour  Azvard  is  given  to  one  of  the  two  most  out¬ 
standing  nurses  in  Medical  and  Surgical  Nursing. 

The  Medical  Staff  Award  is  given  to  one  of  the  two  most  outstand¬ 
ing  nurses  in  Medical  and  Surgical  Nursing. 

The  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Morse  Honor  Award  is  offered  annually  to  a 
student  who  ranks  as  the  most  outstanding  nurse  in  theory  and  practice. 

The  Martha  Hiighitt  McCullough  Memorial  Azvard  is  given  an¬ 
nually  to  a  student  who  demonstrates  excellence  in  bedside  nursing. 

The  Alumnae  Association  Azvard  in  memory  of  Harriet  Fulmer  is 
awarded  annually  to  the  student  with  the  highest  scholastic  standing. 

The  Mrs.  John  W .  Gary  Award  from  the  Woman’s  Board  is  given 
to  the  most  outstanding  nurse  in  obstetrical  nursing. 

The  Margaret  McFadden  Willing  Memorial  Award  for  outstanding 
citizenship. 

The  Woman’s  Board  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  Azvard  is  offered  each 
year  to  a  student  showing  outstanding  ability  as  an  operating  room 
nurse. 

The  Woman’s  Board  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  Award  is  given  annually 
to  the  most  outstanding  nurse  in  pediatric  nursing. 

Graduation  and  After 

The  diploma  and  pin  of  the  school  are  granted  to  students  who  have 
successfully  completed  the  required  course  in  nursing.  Commence¬ 
ment  exercises  are  held  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  St.  Luke’s  Hos¬ 
pital  offers  first  level  positions  to  all  students  when  they  graduate  from 
the  School.  A  first  position  in  her  home  hospital  assures  the  young 
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graduate  a  security  and  professional  poise  and  prepares  her  for  desir¬ 
able  positions  elsewhere.  The  opportunities  for  advancement  are  sooner 
attained  because  of  the  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  individual. 
The  young  graduate  also  assists  her  school  by  her  contribution  to  a 
sound  graduate  nurse  service. 

In  order  to  practice  as  a  Registered  Nurse,  graduates  are  required 
to  pass  the  examination  given  by  the  Department  of  Registration  and 
Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  or  other  states.  This  entitles  the  nurse 
to  registration  by  reciprocity  in  other  states. 

All  graduates  of  the  School  as  soon  as  they  are  registered  are  urged 
to  join,  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  Alumnae  Association 
and  the  American  Nurses  Association  through  the  District  in  which 
they  practice.  They  should  also  join  the  National  League  for  Nursing, 
Inc.  where  they  have  the  opportunity  of  participating  with  professional 
and  lay  members,  in  formulating  and  directing  policies  in  the  field  of  - 
education  or  service  in  which  they  are  practicing.  This  membership 
is  attained  through  the  Chicago  League  and  includes  both  State  and 
National  membership.  Membership  in  professional  organizations  is  a 
‘'must”  in  order  that  each  nurse  may  participate  in  forming,  develop¬ 
ing  and  maintaining  the  standards  of  her  profession. 

Educational  and  Clinical  Lacilities 

Two  classrooms,  three  laboratories,  the  library  and  instructors’  of¬ 
fices  are  located  on  the  first  floor  of  Schweppe  House.  The  laboratories, 
chemical,  physiological,  and  dietary,  are  provided  with  charts,  models, 
microscopes,  and  other  equipment  necessary  for  demonstration  pur¬ 
poses  and  student  participation.  The  classrooms  are  equipped  for  visual 
education,  and  the  use  of  educational  sound  films,  slides,  and  charts  is 
a  frequent  supplement  to  the  lecture  courses. 

The  library  is  attractively  furnished  and  provides  a  collection  of 
2,076  professional  books,  35  current  professional  magazines,  as  well 
as  1,348  books,  magazines,  and  papers  of  current  or  literary  interest. 
The  resources  of  the  medical  library  comprising  2,000  medical  texts 
and  monographs  and  200  current  medical  journals  are  available  through 
requisition. 

The  nursing  arts  laboratory  is  located  in  the  hospital.  This  laboratory 
is  planned  to  correspond  to  a  typical  hospital  ward,  and  is  equipped  for 
the  demonstration  and  student  practice  of  all  basic  nursing  procedures. 

The  clinical  facilities  consist  of  eleven  very  active  medical  and  sur¬ 
gical  nursing  units,  a  dietary  department  where  application  of  diet  ther¬ 
apy  is  practiced,  fourteen  operating  rooms  in  which  about  12,000  oper¬ 
ations  are  done  a  year,  and  an  active  service  in  obstetrics,  pediatrics, 
neuro-psychiatry. 

In  addition,  the  Out-Patient  Department  located  in  the  Sterling 
IMorton  Clinic  Building  is  a  component  part  of  the  clinical  facilities. 
Clinics  are  conducted  in  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  pediatrics,  ortho¬ 
pedics,  gynecology,  genito-urinary,  neurology,  ophthalmology,  otology. 
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.  laryngology,rhinology,bronchology,  dermatology  and  vascular  diseases. 

The  clinical  resources  are  also  supplemented  by  an  affiliation  with 
the  Municipal  Contagious  Disease  Hospital  in  the  city,  as  well  as  a 
public  health  affiliation  with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Chicago. 

In  1952,  there  were  16,592  patients  admitted  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
with  a  wide  variety  of  diagnoses  in  every  clinical  field.  And  the  clinical 
education  program  is  planned  so  that  it  focuses  on  the  diversified 
clinical  areas  which  the  care  of  these  patients  furnish. 

The  Basic  Program  in  Nursing 

The  length  of  the  nursing  program  is  three  years,  inclusive  of  12 
weeks  of  vacation  and  a  2  week  illness  leave  allowance.  Two  groups  of 
students  are  admitted  to  the  school  yearly. 

The  first  term  is  a  preclinical  period,  in  which  the  biological,  the 
physical,  the  medical,  and  the  social  sciences  are  studied.  This  group  of 
courses  is  integrated  with  the  elementary  techniques  in  nursing,  and 
when  evidence  of  adequate  theoretical  knowledge  and  nursing  skill  is 
demonstrated,  experience  is  given  in  the  wards,  under  constant  super¬ 
vision. 

The  second  term  of  the  first  year  is  devoted  to  classroom  instruction 
and  clinical  experience  in  all  phases  of  medical  and  surgical  nursing, 
diet  kitchen  experience  and  practice  in  operating  room  procedures. 

In  the  first  and  second  terms  of  the  second  year,  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  principles  and  practical  experience  of  obstetrical,  pediatric  and 
psychiatric  nursing. 

During  the  two  terms  of  the  third  year,  all  students  receive  additional 
classroom  and  clinical  experience  in  communicable  diseases  through 
an  affiliation  with  the  Municipal  Contagious  Disease  Hospital.  Students 
receive  clinical  instruction  and  experience  in  Public  Health  Nursing  in 
the  Sterling  Morton  Clinic  or,  upon  selection,  by  affiliation  with  the 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Chicago.  Advanced  work  in  theory  and 
practice  in  medical  and  surgical  nursing  is  given  to  complete  the  third 
year. 

A  program  of  clinical  instruction  amplifies  classroom  instruction  and 
helps  the  student  to  apply  the  actual  knowledge  learned  in  the  class¬ 
room  to  the  development  of  skills  and  attitudes  necessary  to  good  nurs¬ 
ing  care  of  patients.  Clinical  instruction  is  planned  and  carried  out  on 
each  service  by  the  Instructor-Supervisor,  assisted  by  the  assistant  in¬ 
structor  and  head  nurses.

DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

BIOLOGICAL  AND  PHYSICAL  SCIENCES 


Anatomy 

Lectures,  laboratory  work,  and  demonstrations  are  designed  to  give  the  stu¬ 
dent  a  fundamental  knowledge  of  the  structures  and  pertinent  relationships  be¬ 
tween  the  structures  comprising  the  anatomical  scheme  of  the  body.  Microscopic 
demonstrations,  animal  dissection,  museum  preparations  are  shown  in  the  labor¬ 
atory.  The  course  covers  instruction  on  the  skeletal,  neuro-muscular,  cardio¬ 
vascular,  respiratory,  digestive,  genito-urinary,  and  endocrine  systems  of  the 
body.  The  course  is  designed  as  a  basis  for  understanding  the  physiology  of  these 
systems  as  well  as  for  a  foundation  for  clinical  nursing  as  a  whole.  First  year, 
first  term.  (Lectures,  32  hours ;  laboratory,  24  hours.)  Mrs.  Kubicz  and  assistant. 

Physiology 

Lectures,  laboratory  work  and  demonstrations  are  planned  to  enable  the  student 
to  understand  the  normal  behavior  and  functions  of  the  anatomical  structures  of 
the  body  as  a  basis  for  future  comprehension  of  disease  conditions.  First  year,  first 
term.  (Lectures,  36  hours;  laboratory,  18  hours.)  Mrs.  Kubicz  and  assistant. 

Microbiology 

Lectures  and  laboratory  work  designed  to  give  the  students  fundamental  under¬ 
standing  of  pathogenic  organisms,  their  growth  and  destruction.  Special  emphasis 
is  placed  on  public  health  aspects,  modes  of  infection,  prevention,  also  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  infectious  diseases  from  the  standpoint  of  bacteriological  tests,  vac¬ 
cines  and  serums.  First  year,  first  term.  (Lectures,  36  hours,  laboratory  and 
demonstrations,  24  hours.)  Mrs.  Quetsch  and  assistant. 

Chemistry 

This  course,  consisting  of  lectures  and  laboratory  work  represents  a  careful 
selection  of  content  from  general  inorganic,  organic  and  physiological  chemistry, 
and  the  application  of  the  principles  of  chemistry  to  nursing.  First  year,  first 
term.  (Lectures,  36  hours,  laboratory,  24  hours.)  Mr.  Sackheim  and  assistant. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

History  of  Nursing  I 

This  course  offers  an  introduction  to  the  field  of  nursing,  emphasizing  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  nursing  history  in  relation  to  movements  in  general  history,  our 
heritage  from  the  past,  and  the  development  of  ethical  and  philosophical  principles 
in  nursing.  First  year,  first  term.  (Lectures,  15  hours.)  Miss  Roberts. 

Professional  Adjustments  I 

This  course  provides  an  introduction  to  the  personal  and  professional  problems 
of  nursing.  The  principles  of  individual  and  group  relationships  and  of  working 
out  professional  problems  are  emphasized.  The  students  responsibility  for  her 
personal  hygiene  and  health  is  discussed.  First  year,  first  term.  (Lectures  and 
discussions,  15  hours.)  Miss  McConnell,  Miss  Roberts,  Mrs.  Bell,  Miss  Molbo, 
and  special  lecturers. 

Professional  Adjustments  II  {Includes  History  of  Nursing  //). 

This  course  traces  the  development  of  nursing  as  a  profession  with  emphasis  on 
the  influence  of  economic  and  social  factors  in  the  development  of  nursing  as  a 
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basis  for  understanding  current  professional  problems.  The  student  is  introduced 
to  the  vocational  opportunities  in  nursing,  the  professional  nursing  organizations, 
and  the  responsibilities  of  the  individual  nurse,  as  a  professional  woman  to  her¬ 
self,  society,  and  the  professional  group.  (Lectures  and  discussions  45  hours.) 
Miss  McConnell,  Miss  Roberts  and  special  lecturers. 

Social  Psychology 

This  course  is  concerned  with  the  nature  of  interpersonal  relationships  and 
with  man’s  adjustment  to  life  in  a  group.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  problems 
of  nurse-patient  relationship  and  the  nurses’  function  in  it.  First  year,  first  term, 
(Lectures  and  discussion,  15  hours.)  Mr.  Mauksch. 

Sociology 

This  course  deals  with  the  nature  of  society  and  why  its  members  are  so  much 
alike  and  yet  so  different.  Against  this  background,  the  student  nurse  is  helped 
to  better  understand  the  patient  and  herself.  Special  attention  is  also  given  to 
problems  of  modern  living  such  as  housing,  inter-group  relations,  the  family  and 
urban  life.  Second  year,  first  term.  (Lectures,  discussion,  and  field  trip,  30  hours.) 
Mr.  ^Mauksch. 

Nursing  Aspects  of  Community  Living 

A  course  which  deals  with  the  history  of  Public  Health  Nursing,  problems  and 
trends  in  connection  with  official  and  non-official  agencies  and  the  vocational 
aspects  of  this  field.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  recognition  of  health 
problems  in  the  family  and  the  community,  the  use  of  community  resources  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  individual,  and  the  teaching  of  health  in  the  family.  Third 
year,  first  term.  (Lectures  and  field  trips,  30  hours.)  Miss  Yeomans. 

Psychology 

This  course  deals  with  the  principles  of  study  and  of  learning  processes  and 
the  general  principles  of  behavior,  emphasizing  the  application  of  these  principles 
to  the  larger  social  problems  of  the  entire  nursing  field.  First  year,  first  term. 
(Lectures,  30  hours.)  Miss  Moughton. 

NURSING  AND  ALLIED  ARTS 

Nursing  Arts 

B}'  means  of  lecture-demonstrations,  supervised  laboratory  and  ward  assign¬ 
ments,  the  basic  scientific  principles  underlying  general  nursing  activities  are  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  student.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  individualization  of  nursing  care, 
including  social  and  hygienic  aspects  which  may  be  applied  by  the  student  for 
both  her  own  and  her  patients’  welfare.  The  course  includes  Pharmacology  I 
(30  hours),  and  an  introduction  to  Occupational  Therapy,  Physical  Therapy,  the 
writing  of  Nursing  Care  Studies,  and  the  organization  of  nursing  care.  First  year, 
first  term.  (Lectures,  135  hours;  laboratory,  82  hours;  ward  practice,  120  hours.) 
Mrs.  Blackburn,  assistants,  and  special  lecturers. 

Pharmacology  II  {Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics) 

This  course  is  planned  to  teach  the  origin,  action,  dosage,  method  of  admin¬ 
istration,  symptoms  of  overdosage,  and  clinical  uses  of  the  various  substances  used 
to  maintain  and  regain  health.  It  is  taught  by  lecture,  discussion,  and  presentation 
of  case  studies.  First  year,  second  term.  (Lectures,  30  hours.)  Mrs.  Richardson. 

Introduction  to  Medical  Science 

A  series  of  lectures  dealing  with  gross  pathology,  clinical  pathology,  and  de¬ 
scriptions  of  certain  diagnostic  procedures.  First  year,  first  term.  (Lectures  and 
demonstrations,  30  hours.)  ]Mrs.  Kubicz  and  special  lecturers. 
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Introduction  to  Medical  and  Surgical  Nursing 

An  introduction  to  the  principles  of  nursing  care  in  medical  and  surgical  diseases, 
emphasizing  the  nursing  responsibilities  in  observation,  treatment  and  assisting  in 
diagnostic  procedures.  First  year,  first  term.  (Lectures  and  demonstrations,  20 
hours.)  Miss  Van  de  Steeg  and  Mrs.  Richardson. 

Nutrition  I 

This  course,  consisting  of  lectures  and  laboratory  work  on  the  preparation  of 
normal,  balanced  diets  for  adults,  is  based  on  the  principles  of  normal  nutrition 
and  the  application  of  these  principles  to  individuals  and  family  groups.  First  year, 
first  term.  (Lectures,  15  hours;  laboratory,  30  hours.)  Mrs.  Castellanos. 

Nutrition  II 

A  study  of  therapeutic  diets,  the  underlying  principles  and  theories  of  modern 
methods  in  the  treatment  of  disease,  such  as  diabetes,  nephritis,  etc.  First  year, 
second  term.  (Lectures,  15  hours.)  Mrs.  Castellanos. 

Principles  of  Medicine 

A  course  of  lectures  which  presents  the  etiology,  pathology,  symptomatology 
treatment  and  prognosis  of  the  common  medical  conditions.  First  year,  second 
term.  (Lectures,  30  hours.)  Dr.  Meredith,  Dr.  Roskelly,  Dr.  Hedblom. 

Principles  of  Medical  Nursing 

A  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  dealing  with  the  principles  of  nursing 
care  required  by  patients  with  medical  conditions.  The  social  and  public  health 
aspects,  and  the  nurses’  role  in  prevention,  are  emphasized.  First  year,  second 
term.  (Lectures  and  demonstrations,  30  hours.)  Miss  Zeeman. 

Principles  of  Surgery 

(a)  A  course  of  lectures  and  discussions  in  surgical  diseases  dealing  with  the 
pathology,  disturbed  physiology  and  the  predisposing  causes  of  the  diseases  treated 
by  surgery,  and  the  principles  of  anesthesia.  (Lectures,  24  hours.)  Dr.  Jensen, 
Dr.  Diffenbaugh,  Dr.  Searles. 

(b)  A  course  dealing  with  orthopedic  surgery  and  fractures.  (Lectures,  10 
hours.)
